The five power conference of 
foreign ministers in London, con¬ 
cluded last week in a deadlock. 

Apparently the final point of 
disagreement was Russia’s insist¬ 
ence on barring France and China 
from discussion of Balkan peace 
treaties. 

The conference began on Sept. 11 
with the assignment to forge the 
framework of the Italian peace 
treaty and to write basic clauses 
of similar treaties for Axis satel¬ 
lites of Rumania, Hungary and 
Bulgaria. 

At a late stage of the confer¬ 
ence Molotov threatened toTeturn 
to Moscow after a clash with For¬ 
eign Secretary Bevin. Molotov d»-

Export. Hogs Should Be 
Answer

It has now been demonstrated 
that farmers of the prairie prov¬ 
inces can produce bacon-type hogs 
as efficiently as anywhere in the 
world. Over the greater part of the 
prairie region hogs can be produc¬ 
ed more efficiently than cattle m 
relation to our_ competitors on 
world markets. The hog industry, 
therefore provides the long-sought 
for economically sound opportunity 
for a wider “basis to prairie farm 
income. Its significant possibilities 
are shown by the fact that in 1943 
and 1T44 the cash farm income 
from hogs in the prairie provinces, 
averaged $152 million a year com¬ 
pared with hn average of only $27 
million during 1936-39. 

During the war the big indus¬ 
try was brought to the point where 
it provided cash income equal to 
almost one half that obtained from 
wheat. This substantial achieve¬ 
ment in greater diversity in west¬ 
ern-farm production is now in jeu^ 
ardy. 

The farmer cannot be blamed 
for looking at the adequacy of the 
income lie .can get for doing a ted¬ 
ious job. The margin of profit in 
hnrrs can be raised in two ways—- 
either by lowering the price of 
feed grains or by raising the value 
of hogs. 

Since the supplies of feed grains 
are hardly adequate there is no 
purpose in discouraging their pro¬ 
duction through ower prices. The 
only practical alternative is to in¬ 
crease the price of hogs. The in¬ 
crease could be effected most sen¬ 
sibly by an appropriate advance In 
the premium paid on the highest

The increase in quality premiums . 

would cost more taxpayers’ money. 

This cost, however, must be set 
against the immediate critical 
shortage of meats and the long- 
terms advantages of a- soundly 
based, more diversified agriculture 
in the west. 

There must also be direct appeal 
to farmers to consider their per¬ 
manent interests. They cannot ex¬ 
pect to establish and hold thdir 
place in a highly competitive mar¬ 
ket, such as bacon in Britain, if 
they yield to every temporary diffi¬ 
culty and temporary change in pro¬ 
fit margins. In thus period of great 
readjustments there is no time in 
which the long-term view is more 
important in the planning of pro¬ 
duction and effort.

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lion tons of sugar. But United 
States still clung to the old quota 
and would guarantee the purchase 
only of 2.7 million tons. That 
meant that 2.3 million tons which 
might have been available was 
lost. The limitation on domestic 
sugar beets also continued, costing 
another potential million tons. 

Other government bureaus in¬ 
jected themselves to make short¬ 
age greater. There were 900,000 
tons of sugar diverted for syn¬ 
thetic rubber but it was found that 
cereals, sawdust or potatoes could 
have' done quite- as well. 

"It was not till October 1944 that 
the bureaucrats got round to chang 
ing the buying quotas which were 
first planned in 1936. But bad Su¬ 
gar weather in Cuba followed, and 
the shortage continues. No im¬ 
provement in world supply and 
demand is expected before 1947. 

The Financial Post adds: “Rex- 
ford Tugwell who originally estab¬ 
lished sugar control and quota sys¬ 
tem is now Governor-General in 
Porto Rico where war-time sugar 
output has declined ftSm 1.1 mil¬ 
lion tons in 1942»to 725,000 tons 
in-1945. And an investigating 
Congress committee reports that 
this decline in Porto Rico’s sugar 
production is inexcusable.

To Veterans 

To Make More Land Available 
To Veterans, Crown Lands 
May Bo Had Through 
Agricultural Leasee 
Provincial action which should 
bo of intaroat to returned men of 
this district makes crown lands 
and school lands available to vet¬ 
erans -under the lease system. 

Hon. N. E. Tanner, Minister of 
Lands and Mines has announced 
this recent decision. 

These school lands for the most 
pert .will be located in the southern 
part of tha province. One of the 
objectives of the general scheme is 
to make lands available to return¬ 
ed men in their home district, the 
minister said. 

. Mr. Tanner said that at present 
no lands In irrigated districts are 
available under this scheme, but 
efforts were made to work out a 
program. 


The Financial Post explains 
how U.S." bureaucracy has heeu 
responsible for current sugar diffi¬ 
culties. 

Since 1942 Canada’s sugar sup¬ 
ply has been largely dependent on 
U.S. supply channels. An official 
report in the Nation’s Business 
monthly, is quoted in the Post to 
explain Canada’s sugar position as 
a consequence. 

In 1934 the New Deal took over 
sugar control and set up a quota 
for such, chief suppliers as Cuoa, 
Hawaii, etc., only up to specified 
annual tonnage. Domestic beets 
were also limited. 

In 1937 the Sugar Act formal¬ 
ized this quota System. 

In 1839 the European.war Start¬ 
ed but there was no change in thus 
agreement which had sharply lim¬ 
ited acreage in production areas. 

In December 1941 the Jap war 
cut off tonnage of sugar from the 
Pacific, congested all shipping and 
made Britain, Canada, Russia and 
other countries much more depend¬ 
ent on U.S. sugar supply. But the 
1937 quotas still continued, and 
no change was made in the limita¬ 
tions which had been imposed in 
1937. 

The first emergency sugar con¬ 
trol order in December 1941 was 
written by an O.P.M. attorney whe- 
had no knowledge at all of sugar 
p’roblems. Resulting confusion led 
to sugar hoarding, speculation and 
made rationing inevitable.

Harbor hu been repaired and it is 
a very pretty spot. The Uganda 
docked at Vancouver on Aug. 10 
and YJ day was August 12. 

There was some tedium in the 
long unbroken stretches at sea, 
says this young sailor, but . there 
was a band on-board, and the crew 
devised much! of their own recrea¬ 
tion. Periods of action broke any 
monotony that might have been 
felt. _ 

Earlier in the war Dan was on 
service in the North Atlantic patrol 
He was a member of the crew of 
the H.M.C.S. Sheffield which took 
part in the sinking of the Scharn- 
hoist in 1943.

Naval Service 


On the Uganda 

Daniel McNiven Jr., who has' 
been with the R.C.N.V.R. for the 
past 2Va years, has been round the 
world in his naval service-His lat¬ 
est service was with the Canadian 
cruiser Uganda, which docked in 
Vancouver, August 10. He returned 
home on 63 days’ leave after which 
he reports to Calgary for dis¬ 
charge. 

The Uganda was'the first Cana¬ 
dian cruiser to go across to the Pa¬ 
cific and was manned entirely by 
Canadians. In their service in the 
Pacific area they worked with the 
British Pacific fleet, and when 
British and American fleets com¬ 
bined for attack there were as 
many as 267 seacraft in action. 
The Uganda was engaged with 
others in bombardments on island 
bases, and was working about 125 
miles from Tokyo. At one time 
when bombarding Formosa the 
fleet was attacked by half-a-dozen 
Jap suicide bombers. They hit two 
aircraft carriers, but one of the 
bombers was shot down; three were 
hit and two got away. 

The Uganda had the distinction 
of being 142 days at sea without 
stopping at any port. This is be¬ 
lieved to be the longest record of 
this nature, except for one Ameri¬ 
can vessel. During that period the 
cruiser was supplied at sea with 
oil, ammunition and such require¬ 
ments, __

World Wheat 
Supply Short 


Hie Worst Inflation come after the last war 
NOW is the Real Testing time ••• _ 


Lower Production Fsccb Almost 

All Wheat Growing Countries" 

Lower wheat production is re¬ 
ported from most parts of the 
w'orld. 

Wet weather has hampered 
wheat harvest in Britain. Greece 
is said to. be 40% below average 
because of. drought, and countries 
in the Balkans have suffered simi¬ 
larly. Italy has the worse crop in 
20 years with production of 150 
million bushels and consumption 
ot about 300 millions. 

In the part of Germany super¬ 
vised by the British there has been 
damage through excess rain. The 
French prospects in addition to the 
carry-over are far below needs. 
Hungary’s wheat crop is about 
one-third what it was in pre-war 
years. 

-Argentine’s export .surplus has 
been set at 80 million with lowest 
acreage of the past six years. Aus¬ 
tralia has promising prospect for 
the new crop, but acreage is 'dis¬ 
appointing and crop carry-over it> 
expected to be the smallest in 
years. 

The 1945 wheat crop may go 
over one billion bushels and this 
with the carryover gives a total U. 
S. supply for 1946-46 of 1,473,000- 
000 bushels, or 37 million more 
than the 1944-46 year. 

The 1945 crop in Canada is esti¬ 
mated at 521 million which is lOO 
million less than 1944. The new 
crop and carryover will make about 
588 million bushels which is the 
smallest total supply since 1938.

Canada‘s Right 
In Peace Pacts 


w Prime Minister King has left 
this week for Europe to confer 
with members of British and Other 
governments. In the House of 
Commons he said the understand¬ 
ing of the Canadian Government 
was that any draft treaty emanat¬ 
ing from the council of foreign 
ministers in London would be of a 
“preliminary character.” 

He added it was understood an 
opportunity would be given the 
Canadian and other United Na¬ 
tions governments to consider ano 
discus the treaties before they take 
fial form. 

The question of participation of 
the Dominions in decisions of the 
council of foreign ministers had 
arisen in London. Canada’s inter¬ 
est lay not in settlement of particu 
lar questions such as boundaries 
but in the over-riding concern of a 
lasting peace. 

“It is important that Canada not 
merely be consulted but that there 
be a clear recognition of Canada’s 
right to effective participation in 
major decisions,” said Mr. King. 

All the opposition party leaders 
expressed satisfaction and approv¬ 
al that Mr. King was going to 
make his fact-finding trip.
